LOOKING BACK 40 YEARS 

SEPTEMBER, 1924: Calvin Coolidge, our 30th president, 
was in office and Gifford Pinchot was governor of Pennsylvania. 

. .. We also remember Hon. Quin O'Brien of Chicago, 
addressing a Doylestown Chautauqua audience and saying: 
“The United States is lacking in its social and spiritual life 
compared to some other countries.” I recall that he blasted 
the big daily newspapers of the yellow-journal type being 
responsible. He advocated that “such newspaper editors that 
allow such ‘rot and trash’ as the Leopold-Loeb trial in 
Chicago to cover their front pages with scare heads, should be 
tried in court the same as the defendants.” 

. . . Bucks county's September criminal court in 1924 had 
73 cases listed on the docket, with Judge William C. Ryan 
presiding and District Attorney Hiram H. Keller the prose- 
cutor. It took three weeks to complete the list, jammed full of 
liquor law violations. Napoleon Bonaparte Fairclough, Jr., 23, 
son of a wealthy Patterson coal dealer was on the trial list, 
charged with bigamy (he had two wives). 

. . . Thirty-two arrests were made on Labor Day 40 years 
ago along the Lackawanna Trail between Willow Grove and 
Easton, for reckles driving and making improper passes. . . A 
7 year-old girl was killed in front of the Doylestown trolley 
station when she was pushed under the trolley as a large 
vacation crowd pushed and shoved to get inside the car. 

. . . Connie McEntee (he's still playing) won the “Felix 
Murphy” Labor Day trophy with 36-hole golf score of 164 at 
the Doylestown Country Club, with Art Eastburn (also still 
playing), turning in a 168. 

. .. Doylestown’s Montgomery County League team played 
a double-header on Worthington Field on Labor Day, losing 10 
to 3 to Souderton in the Morning, and winning, 9 to 2 in the 
afternoon tilt. Doylestown finished fourth place that year with 
Conshohocken on top. Among those who saw action for 
D-Town in those games were Chief Bradley, Russ Gulick, 
Harry Blair, High, Eddowes, Zinn, Sharkey, Allen, Kling, 
Power and Johnson. 

. . . State Police headed by Cpl. Earl Hans, shocked the 
residents of New Britain Township when he and his officers 
unearthed two 500-gallon capacity moonshine whiskey stills 
on the old E. H. Burkhart farm near the intersection of 
Almshouse and Iron Hill roads. Confiscated were 600 gallons 
of rye whiskey. Destroyed were 6000 gallons of mash located 
on the second floor. 

. . . Believe it or not, four days later, the same state troopers 
raided the old Black Homestead on Almshouse Road opposite 
the previous raid. Among the onlookers who watched the 
proceedings was this reporter, a Philadelphia and New York 
opera singer (Helffenstein Mason, who lived nearby), and 
four praying Negroes, | remember Singer Mason remarking to 
Cpl. Hans of the State Police, “I have had to go to bed every 
night smelling the fumes of this miserable place for some 
time.” “Let me give you a hand, sir”, said the opera singer 
to the trooper. Mason, well-dressed and in white shoes, was 
advised by Cpl. Hans, “and shoot to kill if they try to get 
away” referring to the four Negroes who were operating the 
place for the higher-ups. Mason then faced the prisoners and

A Panorama Day Trip 


“The proud and mournful traditions of 
that winter survived, for many a long 
year, in every township and every state, 
and have taken a firm hold on the im- 
agination of posterity. Nations, like the 
readers of fiction, love a sad story which 
ends well; and the name of Valley Forge 
will never cease to be associated with the 
memory of suffering quietly and stead- 
fastly borne, but not endured in vain."— 
Sir George Otto Trevelyan. 


The camp ground of Washington’s Army in 
the winter of 1777-1778, is owned by the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. Known to- 
day as Valley Forge Park it is administered 
for the public through the Valley Forge Park 
Commission. By successive land acquisitions 
since May, 1893, the reservation now em- 
braces 2068 acres on both sides of the Schuyl- 
kill River, comprising the major part of the 
area occupied by the troops. 1638 acres are 
in Montgomery County and 430 acres in 
Chester County. 

Washington entered what is now Montgomery 
County (then a part of Philadelphia County) 
at Parkerford, September 19, 1777. With his 
Army he remained in that county nine months 


; and during six of those months was at Valley 


Forge, his headquarters there being occupied 
by him for the longest period of all his abodes 
or camps throughout the War for Indepen- 
dence. Valley Forge is worthy of preservation. 
The spirit of the men who suffered with such 
fortitude on this site continues to inspire the 
Country. The Army came here defeated, cold, 
hungry and broken. September 11, 1777, on 
the field of Brandywine, Washington and his 
Army had met the British, who had landed 


* from ships at the head of Chesapeake Bay, 


Maryland, in August, for an advance on Phil- 
adelphia, the Capital of the Colonies, who had 
declared their independence. Retreating from 
that disastrous field, another engagement, not 


EB. more successful, had been fought October 4, 


at Germantown. Whereupon General Howe 
and the British Army comfortably settled for 
the winter in Philadelphia. 


Still watching the enemy, Washington camped 
at Whitemarsh, six miles north of the German- 
town battlefield, toward the end of November. 
The British were well fed, comfortably clothed 
and splendidly equipped with munitions. A 


Let's Visit 
VALLEY FORGE 
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War Council of sixteen of Washington's Gen- 
erals decided not to attempt an attack against 
the well entrenched enemy and agreed to seek 
and fortify winter quarters. Seven wanted to 
retreat inland as far as Reading, Pennsylvania, 
five advocated Wilmington, Delaware. Some 
suggested Bethlehem, Pennsylvania. The Penn- 
sylvania Supreme Executive Council in session 
at Lancaster, Pennsylvania, flatly warned that 
the Continental Army must encamp close to 
Philadelphia in order to watch the British. 


Records do not show definitely and conclu- 
sively who suggested Valley Forge first. The 


earliest written suggestion seems to be a mem- . 


orandum submitted, with other ideas, to the 
War Council by a Colonel Lutterloh who 


urged that one or more brigades be “Stationed = 


at ‘Wolley Forge’.” General Anthony Wayne, 
whose home was in the neighborhood, and 
General J. Peter G. Muhlenberg, another 
Pennsylvanian from nearby Trappe, were able 


to explain the exceptionally convenient defen- © 


sive base afforded by Valley Forge and its 
favorable location for keeping watch on the 
British twenty miles to the East. 


Skirmishes with the British and more disas- 
trous retreats followed between Whitemarsh 
and the Philadelphia area and it was not until 
December 11, 1777, that all obstacles were 
removed and the Continental Army started for 
Valley Forge. In the snowy weather Washing- 
ton’s soldiers, many with legs naked, feet bare 
and all half starved, required more than a 
week to complete a journey of fifteen miles. 
This exhausted Army halted temporarily at 
Gulph Mills, about four miles from their goal, 
and then as darkness fell on the evening of 
December 19, 1777, staggering from fatigue, 
faltering over the frozen ridges of Gulph Road, 
Washington’s immortals (about 11,000, nearly 
3,000 of whom were unfit for duty) entered 
the wind-swept camp site of Valley Forge. 
The Encampment was laid out by a twenty- 
six year old Frenchman, Louis L. duPortail, 
who was commissioned a Brigadier General 
and detailed to the task by Washington. His 
original map is preserved in the archives of the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania. Definite 
instructions for the building of log huts, on 
specifications drawn by Washington himself, 
appear in general orders issued at Gulph Mills, 
one day prior to the Army’s arrival at Valley 
Forge. Approximately 900 huts, regularly 
placed in brigade and company streets, were 
quickly raised from tree logs, chinked with 
clay, thatched with twigs, boughs, straw and 
tent cloth and fitted with wooden bunks. Most 
of the men were safe against the heavy snow 
by Christmas Day but it was not until near the 
middle of January that all troops were under 
sufficient shelter. 


How well the ground surveyed the Western 
approaches of Philadelphia may be understood 
by a visit to the Observatory Tower on Mount 
Joy or to the fortifications. 

The general officers quartered themselves in 
the houses of the families, mostly Quakers, 
who hereabouts gained meager livelihoods by 
cultivating fields cleared for tillage in the 
primeval forests. The most interesting of these 
headquarters buildings is Washington’s. This 
is the house at the time owned by Isaac Potts, 
a young Friend, and tenanted by Mrs. Deborah

Hewes. Washington, who had been living 
under a marquee or tent in the camp, came, 
on the eve of Christmas Day, to this house 
which the occupants vacated for his use, With- 
in these simple walls throughout the winter he 
dwelt, conferred with his aides and his gen- 
erals—Lafayette, Knox, Morgan, Wayne, Na- 
thaniel Greene, Alexander Hamilton, von 
Steuben, deKalb, Muhlenberg and the rest — 
addressed his appeals to Congress, dealt in a 
straight forward manner with men and 
measures, maintained a calm reliance upon the 
future and planned his campaigns. From this 
1778, Washington 
wrote to Governor George Clinton — “naked 


| and starving as they are, we cannot enough ad- 


mire the incomparable patience and fidelity of 
the soldiery.” Martha Washington came from 
Virginia and joined her husband at the camp 
in February, 1778. In addition to Washington 
Headquarters, original houses in the Park oc- 
cupied as commander headquarters by Gen- 
eral James M. Varnum, General Daniel Mor- 
gan and General Jedediah Huntington, are 
preserved. Other original buildings include a 
schoolhouse built in 1704, a tavern used as a 
hospital and Washington’s stable, now a Park 
Museum.

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| built about 1751. The plant was not a forge in 


the sense of a smithy, but a mill in which, by 
the old time refinery process pig iron was 
changed to wrought iron and shaped for vari- 


ous commercial purposes. This original forge, 


then an important munitions plant for the 
American forces, was burned by British raid- 
ers in September, 1777, nearly three months 


| before the Americans, under Washington, en- 


camped here. The ruins of the original forge 
were found in 1929 under twelve feet of creek 
silt. 


On these sacred acres Washington's vision 
established our Country's first intensive train- 
ing camp. Here the patient, careful and per- 
severing labor of the first Drill-master, von 
Steuben, the ceaseless efforts of Morgan, the 
Commissary, and the over-all determination of 
the Commander-in-Chief, bore fruit. Faithful 
men were trained physically, equipped materi- 
ally and fortified spiritually for victorious 
battle. With the coming of Spring, the Army 
began to reconnoiter the surrounding country. 
Immediately upon hearing of the evacuation 
of Philadelphia, detachments from Valley 
Forge entered that city; the main body with 
Washington in command, moved over Sulli- 
van's Bridge June 18-19, 1778, flanked the 
British in New Jersey, dealt the enemy a vigor- 
ous blow at Monmouth and went on to com- 
plete victory. From the terrible winter at 
Valley Forge, in which the accumulated evils 
of Congressional mismanagement nearly des- 
troyed the Army, it came forth, nevertheless, 
stronger in organization and bolder in spirit 
than ever before. Washington's position at 
Valley Forge had held the British in check 
through the winter. There he equipped, train- 
ed and disciplined his men into a formidable 
fighting legion, as was proved from that time 
on. The ordeal of this hallowed valley of for- 
titude had made soldiers. Now there was an 
American Army. The American Revolution 
was won at Valley Forge.

Historical Editor 


When the first European im- 
migrants came to colonial 
America during the latter part 
of the 17th century, some set- 
tled along the banks of the up- 
per Delaware River valley. This 
area at that time was covered 
by a dense forest growth of 
pine, oak, maple and hemlock. 
Many of these trees were more 
than ten feet in diameter, un- 
surpassed in size by any other 
region on the Atlantic coast. 


An early 18th century Swed- 
ish traveler in America, gives 
us a vivid description of the 
forest of that day; "The forest 
is so thick that the tree trunks 
almost touch, and their height 
and their matted branches make 
a dimness, cold and fearful, 
even at noon on a clear day." 

The Delaware River in those 
days was not the small stream 
of today, with its rocks, ledges 
and stones showing at many 
places, but it was a deep fast 
moving body of water, simply 
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One of the few remaining 
locks on the Delaware Canal 
shows a certain “beauty of 
neglect” as it bakes in the hot 
summer sun. 


because this dense growth of 
trees covering this great valley 
and surrounding hills retained 
the winter snows like a great 
sponge, until the late spring, 
which in turn made a deep riv- 
er most of the year. 

At this same period in colo- 
nial times, the lower Delaware 
regions had little timber growth, 
and a growing population that 
stood in need of materials with 
which to build their homes and 
barns. It soon became apparent 
that if this extraordinary supply 
of lumber could be brought to 
this market it would result in 
a mutual benefit to both areas. 

According to tradition, a 
man named Daniel Skinner 
was one of the pioneers to at- 
tempt to transport this lumber 
down the river by building a 
huge raft at his home along the 
Delaware river, north of pres- 
ent day Easton, in the year 
1746. 

Soon after this period, “Raft- 
ing on the Delaware" gradually 
became an important industry 
and grew year after year, when 
by 1828 there were more than 
three thousand rafts descending 
the river that year. 

Rafting became so vital at 
this period in colonial times 
that the states of New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania jointly ap- 
propriated money for clearing 
obstructions from the river 
channel, in order to make it 
more navigable. 

What a sight this must have 
been, to see hundreds of rafts 
that measured more than one 
hundred feet in length as they 
floated down the Delaware, 
loaded with lumber. 

There were several kinds of 
rafts, some were simply sawed 


boards, others were logs and 
small saplings lashed together. 
Manned by four and sometimes 
six husky men (depending on 
the size of the raft), each man 
had a long oar made of poplar 
or basswood, because of these 
woods strength and lightness. 

During the summer months 
for many years, the entire river 
was covered with timber laden- 
ed rafts, that reached from one 
side of the river to the other, 
allowing people to cross at 
various times the river by step- 
ping from one raft to another. 

Another picturesque event 
along the Delaware years ago 
was the coming of a steamer, 
which began its run in 1851. It 
operated from Lumberville to 
Easton for one summer and fall. 
It was, unfortunately, a total 
failure. It was a brightly paint- 
ed ship, and its deep whistle at- 
tracted thousands of people to 
the river's edge, to catch a 
glimpse of this big steaming 
vessel, but few ventured on 
board. 

No longer can one see those 
rafts and Durham boats that 
sailed the Delaware. No longer 
do those coal and lumber boats 
slip up and down the canal. 
The many grist and saw mills 
that were in operation for many 
years along these banks no 
longer rumble or shrick, echo- 
ing throughout the valley. 

Only a few mills remain, 
most of them in ruins that 
grace these banks. The canal 
and towpath are still there, but 
the canaler and his boat are 
long gone. The same river is 
still there, but new water has 
fill-it many times, although 
quite shallow, it is still remains 
beautiful and historic. 
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The former Point Pleasant Hotel, now The 
Trading Post, housing many little shops, was 
built about 1790. |t was, at one time, the 
major stop for Doylestown-Flemington stage 
coach. President of the United States, Grover 
Cleveland stayed here at one time to enjoy the 
fishing in the area. At the time the Hotel served 
their famous Plank Shad Dinners. At right, we 
see one of the many large homes that dot the 
banks of the Delaware.

and further away. To date, 
Dave and Gregg have played 
in coffeehouses and concerts 
from Philadelphia to Lancast- 
er. In a recent hootenanny at 
Lansdale, Panorama interview- 
ed the boys. 

Gregg answered for them 
when asked what made them 
decide to take up folk music as 
a full time hobby; “We both 
felt we needed a change from 
the rock'n roll that was being 
played everywhere, so we de- 
cided to join the Bucks Folk 
Society. I guess we started just 
to be different from most of the 
people we knew, but as we 
learned more about folk music 
and where it started, we de- 
cided that this wasn't just 
another passing fad. Folk music 
is a musical record of our an- 
cestors. I think there must be 
a song of some kind that covers 
just about every historical 
period of our heritage. Most of 
the songs were written to ex- 
press in a simple way the feel- 
ings of the people towards their 
surroundings. “Yankee Doodle, 
and John Brown's Body' are 


good examples of the feelings 
toward people and events cf 
those particular eras of history. 
Then there are other folk songs 
that were written for the ex- 
press purpose of entertainment 
alone. We don't agree with the 
popular theory that all folk 
music has to have some deep 
symbolic meaning hidden in the 
lyrics. Songs like ‘Blue Tail fly, 
and Ticcy Taccy’ were made 
for light entertainment. Dave 
and I try to play and sing as 
many of the different types of 
folk tunes as we can. It not 
only keeps us interested but 
gives an audience a well round- 
ed impression of Folk Music." 

One of the highlights of 
Dave and Gregg's act is their 
introduction to each song. They 
give a short history of the 
song, so that the audience not 
only gets the benefit of the song 
but also learns the historical 
background. "Every one has 
heard the song ‘Streets of 
Lardo’, but few people know 


our music is ‘misplaced’ from 
generation to generation. But 
then that makes folk music all 
the more interesting. That is, 
doing the research on the origin 
of a song.” Dave and Gregg 
have quite a research library 
in their homes. They try to 
trace the origin of every song 
they learn. 

The “Hootenanny” fad will 
undoubtedly give way to an- 
other craze among young 


people, but even though it may 
die down a little, young people 
like Dave and Gregg will keep 
folk music alive and going 
somewhere.

advised them, “Boy, I wouldn't like to see you move, because I 
hate to shoot anybody". With that the prisoners got down on 
their knees and started to pray until the police trucks were 
loaded and the contraband removed. 

... The Horsham Friends Meeting House was the scene of 
a marriage ceremony for the first time in two years on Saturday 
(Sept. 6, 1924) when Miss Helen E. Thompson, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Harvey D. Thompson, of Sycamore Springs, 
Horsham, was wedded to Harry S. Hobensack, of Doylestown, 
Deputy register of wills of Bucks County. 

. .. "It might as well be understood right here”, declared 
Judge William C. Ryan presiding in a criminal case at the 
September term (1924), "if you are convicted of liquor law 
violations in Bucks county, you will get an impressive sentence 
to say the least." He then sentenced a Buckingham farmer 
to pay a fine of $250 and costs and serve six months in the 
Bucks County Prison. Police found three kegs of whiskey 
buried on the defendant's farm. 

. . . Doylestown Rotary Club observed Constitution Day at 
a special dinner meeting presided over by President Webster S. 
(Mike) Achey. One of the highlights of the meeting was a 
tenor solo, "Mother Macree", rendered by Rotarian Joe 
Conroy, Doylestown Ford-Lincoln dealer, which was heartily 
applauded. Joe was the club song leader also. 

. . . Bucks county transacted its most flourishing mercantile 
business in the county's history (1924) with Doylestown 
Robert L. Clyner's general store, topping the list at $300,000 
for the year. 

. . . It was September 10, 1924 when Judge William C. Ryan 
recessed session of criminal court at 10.35 a.m. because the 
weather was so cold outside that it was necessary to wear a 
top coat in the courtroom. Court reconvened in the afternoon 
after the janitors, who had been on a fishing trip, got up the 
necessary steam needed for comfort. 

. . . J. Carroll Moloy, Doylestown realtor, founder of the 
Molloy real estate service, returning from a trip to France, 
made the startling statement after his return to Bucks county, 
that friends — both French and American with whom he talked 
in Paris, believed France and Germany would again be at war 
within five years. Realtor Molloy made the trip to France with 
Americans survivors of the Ambulance Service who volunteered 
to go with the French forces when the war broke out.

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The Fascinating Story Of The Pretzel 


For at least fifteen centuries 
bakers have been twisting long, 
thin rolls of dough into the dis- 
tinctive shape that we know as 
a "Pretzel". Right from the 
beginning the Pretzel intrigued 
people with its odd form and 
delighted them with its crusty, 
nut-like flavor. The long his- 
tory of the Pretzel is a story of 
constantly growing popularity. 
It has always been associated 
with happy events and festive 
occasions. 

Tradition has it that Pretzels 
were created by an Italian 
monk who gave them as a 
reward to children for learn- 
ing their prayers. Either of two 
possible derivations of the 
word tend to support this le- 
gend. One is that it comes 
from “pretiola” which, in Mid- 
dle Latin, means "small gift". 
The other is that it derives 
from “bracciatello” or “little 
arms" because the Pretzel's 
shape suggests a child's arms 
folded in prayer. Taking either 
theory, it is easy to imagine 
how the word changed to 
“Bretzel” and then to “Pret- 
zel" when it crossed the Alps 
into Germany. 1 

A number of references in 
art and literature show that the 
Pretzel was widely known and 
well liked throughout the Mid- 
dle Ages. At the end of that 
period the Pretzel, by influenc- 
ing the outcome of an import- 
ant siege, won a permanent 
place in heraldry. 

Early in the 16th century, 
Turkish invaders swept into

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Europe and it looked for a 
time as if the whole continent 
might fall before them. But 
they were stopped at Vienna 
in 1510. Although they held 
the city under siege, they could 
not break through its strong 
defenses. When attack after at- 
tack failed they decided, as a 
last resort, to try to tunnel un- 
der the walls. Hoping to avoid 
detection, they did their dig- 
ging at night. 

But the 
bakers also worked at night. 
From their cellar bakeries they 
heard the digging and led the 
assault which turned back the 
under-ground attack. The 
Turks, discouraged, lifted the 
siege and all Europe heaved 
a mighty sigh of relief. For 
their part in the victory, the 
bakers were honored with a 
coat of arms displaying a Pre- 
zel. This is still the baker's 
emblem. 

There are two basic Pretzel 
types— soft and hard. The soft 
Pretzel, now usually quite 


large, was the original form. $ 


The hard Pretzel, so popular 
today, was the result of a 
happy accident. A young ap- 
prentice baker who had been 
left to tend the oven fell 
asleep, and the Pretzels were 
baked to a crisp. The appren- 
tice was, of course, given a 
good scolding, but when the 
master baker tasted the over- 
baked Pretzels, he found them 
uncommonly good. He took 
some home and his family 
liked them, too. 


The nutty flavor and crisp, 
crunchy texture of the hard 
Pretzel made it an immediate 
success. It offered a practical 
advantage, too. With nearly all 
the moisture baked out of it, 
the hard Pretzel stays fresh for 
a long time. 

The Pretzel came to Amer- 
ica with the earliest settlers. 
Pretzels were made in home 
kitchens and small bakeries in 
many parts of the country, but 
especially in those sections 
where there wre many set- 
tlers from Germany, as in the 
Pennsylvania Dutch area.

Rum Corner 

Until about 70 years ago, Fern- 
dale was known as Rum Corner. 
The name was derived, not due 
to any great consumption fig- 
ures, but because the town 
boasted at one time as being the 
headquarters of a distiller. 


Plumstead Township was 
named for Francis Plumstead, 
a London iron monger and one 
of the first non-resident land- 
owners. He never visited Amer- 
ica.

Scheidt. “One of our main jobs 
at the SPCA is to educate 
people in how to care for their 
pets. 
“When it comes to ques- 
tions about an animal’s health, 
the SPCA refers the caller to 
his veterinarian, because a sin- 
gle symptom could indicate 
any of a number of different 
ailments.” 

Manager Scheidt cited as an 
example, constant itching and 
scratching which he said could 
be caused by an infection, skin 
parasites or a faulty diet. 

In the spring, Scheidt says, 
the Society gets many calls 
from people who find young 
birds fallen from their nests. 
These calls, he said, are refer- 
red to Dr. Fluck at the Bird 
Banding Station at Washing- 
ton’s Crossing, since he is an 
authority on wild birds.
